a Pipe with Ice. 


Last winter quite a little excitement was 


caused among a party of skaters on tho Ser- 
pentine river, England, by one of tho party 
making a lens of ice and lighting the pipes of 
the others. This reminds the writer that this 
curious experiment was first brought before 
the public by Dr. Scoresby, who, when iu the 
polar regions, to the great astonishment of 
his companions, who did not understand why 
the ice did not freeze the solar rays, performed 
the same remarkable feat. 


It may ako be worthy of remark that Pro- 


fessor Tyndall, when a tutor in the Royal 
institution, on several occasions set fire to lit- 
tle heaps of gunpowder with rays from an 
electric arc concentrated upon the powder by 
lens of see. His explanation was that, al- 
though ice absorbs rays of certain waves of 
light and is gradually melted thereby, other 
waves do not absorb, and these latter produce 
the beating effect at the focus of the lens.

DAVIS WILLIAMS PUTS A BULLET 


THROUGH HIS BRAIN 


While TVmiiorailly Insane Over a Ciliniunl 


Charge—Urath Follows Ouukly lu tlie 
Track of the Leaden M.«ase(i£er—Almost 
I nlveraal Uvgret Over the Hurrlblo Kuil- 
Ing of a Good Man'* l.lfr.

telegiam jesterd.iy morning, the contents 
of which startled this eity as it Im^ not 
been »tai tied and shocked lor j ears. It told 
that G. D. Williams, the well-known Mt. 
Xion farmer, had committed suicide by 
shooting himself m the head.

Benelure went to the scene of tlie shooting, 
the residence of Major K T. William", 
brother of the suicide, and his investiga- 
tions developed the information that Davis 
Williams, as bit was. populaily known, had 
been veiy despondent for some time, and 
that the result was not unexpected by some 
of his most intimate friends.

before his death, however, he was in un 
usually gooel spuus, and retired to his bed 
after a longiomp with his brother's children, 
apparently in a contented frame of mind.
